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GANDHI SENDS INVITATIONS TO NONALIGNED MEETING

(Text] NEW DELHI, October 24 (UNI)--The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, 
is sending invitations this week to 97 heads of government for the seventh 
nou-aligned summit to be held here from March 7 to 11, next year. 


Along with the invitations, Mrs. Gandhi is also sending a covering letter ad- 
dressed to each of them lisin g some of the problems that the non-aligned 
movement faces today. 


The external affairs ministry sources said according to present indications 
about 75 heads of government would attend the summit while the rest of the 
countries would be led by their foreign ministers. 


India as the host country is conveying to the member nations through diplomat- 
ic channels that in view of the present difficult international political and 
economic situation, the non-aligned movement needed to demonstrate its 
strength, unity and purposefulness in tackling some of the grave global issues. 


The movement has successfully played its role in helping to expedite the pro- 
cess of decolonisation but it has not met with similar success in the field of 
disarmament. Escalating arms race and stockpiling of nuclear weapons was one 
of the major sources of tensions around the world. 


India has also sounded some of the member countries about the urgent need to 
restructure the international economic relations which could help defuse ten- 
sions and reduce the widening gap between the rich and the poor for more har- 
monious North-South relations.

OIL MINISTER TALKS TO PRESS ON RETURN FROM POLAND 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 25 Oct 82 p 1 


{Text} NEW DELHI, Oct. 24—-The Union Minister for Petroleum, Chemicals and 
Fertilizer, Mr P. Shiv Shankar, said here today that he had accepted the 
Polish Government's offer to supply to India 400,000 tons of coking coal 
every year for the next three years. | 


This would be in addition to the coking coal already imported from Canada and 
Australia. The Polish Government had similarly wished that India enter long- 
term contracts for the purchase of sulphur but Mr Shankar had agreed for the 
moment to lift 100,000 tons this year. This was part of the effort to shore 
up Polish rupee reserves in this country. 


The Minister, who was talking to reporters informally after his return from 
Poland where he co-chaired meetings of the Indo-Polish Joint Commission, said 
that the two countries had also agreed in principle to combine their resource 
for setting up joint projects in third countries. When it was suggested to 
him by his hosts that they would like to collaborate with Indian private 
firms as well, Mr Shiv Shankar agreed to arrange a meeting between represen- 
tatives of the Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce and Industry and the 
Polish acting Foreign Minister who is expected here next month 


About his discussions with Polish leaders, he said there was a sincere +ish 
in Poland for increasing bilateral trade. The Poles were worried about the 
adverse trade balance with India and hoped that this country would increase 
its imports from Poland. For his part, Mr Shankar had asked his hosts at the 
seventh meeting of the Joint Commission that they start importing non-tradi- 
tional items from India. The Polish Government had said it was keen that 
trade between the two countries go up from the een year’s Rs 80 crores 
to at least Re 200 crores this year 


Mr Shiv Shankar said that Poland was interested in setting up large thermal 
plants in this country. In this connexion he was taken to inspect a jiant 
power plant--12 units of 360 MW capacity each in a coal-mining area. The 
Polish believed it was profitable to have plants in coal-producing areas 
themselves. This helped effect cuts in production costs. 


Mr Shiv Shankar, said that prospects of striking oil end gas in the Godavari 
looked very bright. One more on-shore rig had gone into position and the 
prospects in one particular area (G-13, as he put it) seemed very promising. 




















The Minister, said that it was the belief of experts that substantial oil 


and gas reserves may be struck in the Godavari area. He said another off- 
shore rig had gone into position at another point in the area and he hoped 
that "good news" might be available sooner than expected. He also indicated 


that the gas production at Tripura had reached 46,000 cubic meters a day 
which was well above the initial estimate. 


Mr Shiv Shankar apparently did not wish to encourage the impression that 
great oil and gas reserves had or were about to be found, saying that the oil 
story was usually full of heartbreaks. But nevertheless, the prospects in 
the Godavari looked very bright to him, he asserted. 
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REPORT ON RAO ACTIVITIES ON LEBANON VISIT

(Text] TUNIS, Oct. 24—A firm non-aligned initiative to resolve the crisis 
in Lebanon is expected in the light of talks the External Affairs Minister, 
Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, and his colleagues in the nine-member group of the 
movement had with the Palestine Liberation Orgenization chairman, Mr Yasser 
Arafat, here, reports PTI. 


The group, set up by movement's coordinating bureau to study and resolve the 
crisis, met Mr Arafat for about two hours late last night to get his assess- 
ment of the situation and discussed the role the movement could play at this 
crucial juncture in West Asia. 


The PLO chairman, who received the delegation, placed great reliance on the 
non-aligned movement to ensure an Israeli withdrawal, safety and security of 
civilian refugees in Lebanon and to provide justice to the Palestinian people. 


The non-aligned team met among themselves this morning to decide on their next 
move, which might include a visit to Lebanon. Their discussions assume great- 
er importance in view of the non-aligned summit in New Delhi where the situa- 
tion in West Asia will be among the most important topics of discussion. 


The group, formed in July, was given the task of working on a solution that 
would protect the rights of the Palestinian people and ensure an Israeli with- 
drawal from Lebanon. It has since visited France and the Soviet Union and is 
now in Tunis. 


Mr Arafat apprised Mr Reo and other delegates of the efforts made by a seven- 
member Arab committee to resolve the crisis in Lebanon. It has just held 
discussion with President Reagan. A "mini" Arab summit is expected to be 
held shortly to discuss the problem, he said. 


However, in spite of other initiatives to resolve the crisis, Mr Arafat en- 

phasized that he attached great importance to the efforts of the non-aligned 
movement which could put international pressure on Israel. Besides Mr Rao, 

those who met Mr Arafat included the Cuban Foreign Minister, Mr Esadora Mal- 
mierca, and the Foreign Ministers of Cyprus and Nicaragua. 




















In the course of his appraisal of “tragic events" in Lebanon, Mr Arafat re- 
called how bravely Palestinians had withstood the Israeli onslaught. Accord- 
ing to him, there were 72,000 casualties in Lebanon, most of them civilians, 
during the Israeli action. 


The nine-member non-aligned group is also to prepare a draft of the declara- 
tion with regard to West Asia at the New Delhi summit. Mr Rao had informal 


discussions separately with some of the Foreign Ministers on issues facing 
the movement.

[Text] SRINAGAR, Oct. 24—The Kashmir Chief Minister, Dr. Farooq Abdullah, 
has described the scheduled meeting between the Prime Minister, Mrs. 
Gandhi and the Pakistan President, Gen. Zia in New Delhi on November 1 as "a 
clear indication of a high degree of normality which has started in relations 
between the two countries".

In an interview to this correspondent here on Sunday, hoped that the mect- 
ing would not only end the present tension on the borders but also help re- 
solve all the outstanding problems, including the Kashmir issue. 


Dr. Abdullah, however, made it clear that the people of Kashmir would resist 
any move or any attempt to “jeopardise or scuttle" the State's present rela- 
tionship with the Centre, to which not only they but their beloved leader, 
Sheikh Abdullah, was committed. 


Sheikh's decision: Events have proved that t-he Sheikh's decision to have the 
State accede to India was justified because as he himself had said before his 
death “we supported democracy and India is a democratic country unlike 
Pakistan”. 


The Ghief Minister said Gen. Zia had admitted in a recent statement that “the 
Kashmir issue” must be resolved “in the interests of all parties and the main 
party is not Pakistan, not India but Kashmiris themselves" as the Sheikh hiz- 
self repeatedly emphasised during his lifetime. 


Asked what was his solution to the issue, he said, quoting his father: "There 
is no option except to hold talks. We have gone to war more than once on this 
question. We had to return even the Haji Pir and Takwal points which we re- 
gained in every war after losing many lives. A bigger war may solve the prob- 
lem, but then who will be living after that war....Therefore we gust talk to 
each other, both knowing what is at stake. No Government on either side can 
stay in power if it is asked to surrender its position on Kashmir. This has 
the result of wars. They must sit across the table and have an under- 
ing so that the present line of control could be the dividing line be- 
the two halves of Jammu and Kashmir with minor adjustments here and 

and would thus be declared the international border between the two 
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Dr. Abdullah said the people of the State were wedded to this final verdict 
and solution suggested to them by the Sheikh. 


He said Gen. Zia should not oppose or ignore this solution as there was no 
other Way out to solve this "ticklish issue" which, according to Pakistani 
leaders themselves, was the main "irritant", in the normalisation of rela- 
tionship between the two countries. 


The Chief Minister made it clear that "no one will be allowed to unsettle the 
settled things at any cost as the Kashmiris could not be made scapegoats to be 
bartered away for achieving Indo-Pakistan amity". He said he had full confi- 
dence in Mrs. Gandhi's statesmanstip and her close relationship with the peo- 
ple of the State. She would never agree to any such suggestion of the Paki- 
stani leaders which would unsettle Kashmir's accession to India for the attain- 
ment of which the Sheikh dedicated his whole life.

[Text] New Delhi, November 4. India conveyed to Pakistan during the bilater- 
al talks on Monday that there is no point in its raising the Kashmir issue in 


multi-lateral forums. 


This was stated by the external affairs minister, Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, 

in the Najya Sabha today. The Kashmir issue as such was not discussed since 
the Pakistan President, General Zia-ul-Haq, did not raise it and in view of 
that there was no need to take it up at the meeting, he said. 


Mr. Rao was responding to questions by members after making a statement on 
Gen Zia's visit. An identical statement was made in the Lok Sabha by Mr A. A. 


Rahim, minister of state for external affairs. 
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Mr Rao said India's stand on the Kashmir issue was well known. It had to be 
resolved bilaterally as per the Simla agreement and in no other way. As 
Pakistan kept raising the issue at various international forums, India had 
pointed out that this would not help. Pakistan had said that it had the right 
to raise it and India said that it was not a question of right. 


Referring to Gen Zia‘s statements in Pakistan before he left for New Delhi, 
Mr Rao said the Pakistan President did not say what solution he had in mind 
to the Kashmir problen. 


In reply to another question, he said the acquisition of sophisticated 
weapons by Pakistan was one of the issues raised by India during the talks. 
It was not that India was nervous about it but it was pointed out that these 
arms were contributing to an arms race in the sub-continent and to increased 
tensions. Pakistan said the arms were not in large quantities and that these 
were essential for Pakistan's security. 


He said he could not interpret Gen Zia's remarks on Kashmir that he made in 
Bangkok and maintained that the discussions in Delhi created a proper atmo- 
sphere. 


Mr Gulam Rasool Mutto (NC) said that no decision on the Kashmir problem 
should be taken without the consent of the state of Jarwnu and Kashmir. 


In reply to questions, Mr Rao also said that in the absence of full reports, 
the issue of the arrest of Khan Abdul Gaffar Khan was not taken up with Gen 
Zia. On the issue of Mrs Nusrut Bhutto's illness, Gen Zia's stand was just 
like that of any normal government. 


Gen Zia said that he was prepared to have any foreign medical experts of Mrs 
Bautto's choice examine her to decide whether she was required to go outside 
Pakistan for treatment. 


Afghanistan Issue 


The Afghanistan issue did not come up for detailed discussions but Gen Zia 
mentioned that he was satisfied with the talks in Geneva. "We were happy 
that Gen Zia is satisfied by the Geneva talks", he said. 


Mr Bhai Mahavir (BJP) wanted to know why the number of visitors going to the 
pilgrim centres in Pakistan had gone down. The external affairs minister 
said the question of such visitors was mentioned during talks with Gen Zia. 
He had said that Hayet.:cl could be added to the list of a small number of 
pilgrims could be sen: ‘» Katasraj. In course of time, the number of centres 
and the number of visitors could go up, he said. 


In reply to another question Mr Rao said the officials’ meeting in December 
would discuss all contentious issues. No detailed discussion could have 
taken place, on the Indian and Pakistani drafts on agreements at the level 
of Gen Zia and Mrs Gandhi, Mr Rao said. —

This fact “operates in favour of strengthening peace and security of the 
peoples", Mr Vorontsov said in his address to the people of India on the oc- 
casion of the 65th anniversary of the October Revolution, which was televised 
by Delhi Doordarshan. 


Referring to the aggravation of the international situation and the “rapidly 
growing threat of worldwide nuclear war", the Ambassador said, it was "“imper- 
ative to redouble or treble our efforts in the struggle for peace". 


In their recent joint declaration on the conclusion of Mrs Gandhi's visit to 
the USSR, India and the Soviet Union, he recalled, had called for “persistent 
efforts on the part of all States to strengthen international peace and 
security”. 


That, the Ambassador said, was “in efiect, an appeal of a leading Socialist 
country and a leading non-aligned country to all countries of the world" 
not to spare efforts in the defence of peace on earth. 


Dwelling briefly on his country's achievements, Mr Vorontsov said: "The 
economic and social progress made by our country is apparent. Our industry 
is working at a good rhythm. It can produce everything necessary, by relying 
almost entirely on our own resources". 


"The only thing we need from outside, to achieve our goal, is peace", the 
Ambassador said. 


Greeting the people of India, he said: “Among the banners carried aloft at 
the anniversary demonstration today in Moscow and in hundreds of Soviet cities, 
there are many banners with the slogan “warm greetings to the great people of 
India".

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INDIAN RESERVE BANK RELAXES CREDIT POLICY 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 26 Oct 82 pp 1, 7 


[Text] BOMBAY, Oct 25 (UNI)-—-Reserve Bank of India (RBI) Governor Manmohan 
Singh today announced liberalisation of the credit policy in the forthcoming 


busy season. 


The decision, he said, will not only to boost exports but also to stimulate 
industrial sectors facing sluggishness of demand. 


Dr Mahmohan Singh said the procedures relating to the credit authorisation 
scheme had been liberalised by raising the cutoff point from Rs 3 crore to 
Rs 5 crore in the case of major export-oriented units whose annual export 
turnover in the past three years was more than one-fourth of the total 
turnover. 


The sanction of additional packaging credit limits requiring RBI's prior 
authorisation had also been raised by 25 per cent of the existing packing 
credit, he said. 


To ensure fuller utilisation of existing capacities in the industrial sector 
by stimulating investment in capital and industrial goods, the Industrial 
Development Bank of India (IDBI) was being enabled to raise additional resource 
sto help State Electricity Boards and State Road Transport Corporations, Dr 
Singh said. 





IDBI's assistance to the State electricity and transport boards would be of 
the order of Rs 100 crore, while the commercial banks’ share interm of loans 
to SRTCs was also being raised by 10 to 15 per cent of the project loan conm- 
ponent cf the current year's costs. 


Where there were real cases of sluggishness in the economy, the banks would 
offer assistance to stimulate growth, Dr Singh said and cited the assistance 
being offered to buy tractors and commercial vehicles. 


"There is scope for expansion of bank credit to meet the genuine productive 
requirements of the economy", he said and asserted that there was no need for 
any credit squeeze.

He, however, warned “though things look comfortable, we are on a razor-edge 
balance and credit discipline must continue to be observed. 


Asserting that the decision would benefit engineering steel and several seg- 
ments of heavy industry, he ruled out any immediate reduction in the interest 
rates or additional liberalisation in the credit policy till the fruits of 
the kharif season were known. 


On the foreign exchange front, Dr Singh opined that the country's balance of 
payment position was still manageable. 


The current emphasis on the export front was to ensure “that our economy is 
able to stand on its own" when the support provided by the IMF loan ended, 
he explained. 


Meanwhile, the RBI has introduced a new scheme inducing commercial banks to 
attract term deposits of five years and above with an interest rate of 11 
per cent, Dr Singh said. 


He said he expected the banks to be able to attract additional deposits to 
the tune of Rs 6,600 to Rs 7,000 crore this year.

[Text] New Delhi, November 4. The Union finance minister, Mr Pranab 
Mukherjee, told the Rajya Sabha today that the busy season credit policy an- 
mounced by the Reserve Bank on October 25 aimed at stimulating investments 
and “growth of vital sectors of the economy while continuing vigil against 
resurgence of inflationary forces. 


Making a statement in response to a calling-attention notice by Mr A. G. 
Kulkarni and give others regarding the credit policy of the RBI, Mr Mukherjee 
said the measures initiated in the policy were expected to promote saving, 
assist in fuller utilisation of existing capacities “and have a positive 
impact on the growth of agriculture, small industry and export sectors." 


Although during the debate all members from the opposition underlined the 
need for larger flow of credit for agriculture and small-scale sector, Mr 
Mukherjee indicated that there was no further scope for line-raising credit. 


The finance minister reacted sharply to an observation by Mr Saipal Malik 
that the economy was in a poor shape because of the faulty policies. Mr 
Mukherjee said “economy is moving in the right direction" which was evident 
from the improvement in the various crucial sectors of the economy. Der ite 
the higher pace, he said, the industrial growth had gone up by 4.7 per cent. 
While conceding that some of the public sector units had not done well, he 
said during 1981-82 public sector units had made a profit of Rs. 403 crores. 
He expected this performance to be repeated during the current year. 


Pointing to another important parameter of economic development, he declared 
that the capital formation had significantly picked up. As against Rs. 80 
crores during 1979-80, the capital formation during 1981-82 was of the order 
of Rs. 400 crores. He, however, admitted that on account of severe drought 
conditions the agriculture production was likely to show a fall of about six 
million tonnes during this year. 


Mr Mukherjee said till March, 1982 large and medium-scale sector industries 
had been given credit to the tune of Rs. 11,167 crores, while small-scale 
sector's share was Rs. 3,907 crores, which was roughly one-third of the share 
of large-scale and medium-scale sectors. 
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He said the credit provided to the small-scale sector was adequate keeping 
in view the fact that it made roughly one-third of the contribution to the 
overall industrial production. 


Mr Mukherjee, however, assured the House that attempts were being made to 
streamline the functioning of commercial banks and co-operatives to eliminate 
difficulties in providing credit to industries and other sectors. He said 
the emphasis so far was on the expansion of bank branches. During the past 
13 years, the bank branches had multiplied from 6,000 to 38,000. 


Earlier, in his statement, the finance minister said specifically that 
liberalisation of refinance facilities for export credit and of credit 
authorisation scheme for major export-oriented manufacturing units was ex- 
pected to provide a boost to exporters. Increased assistance to electricity 
boards, reduction in the margin on advances for tractors, ensuring adequate 
credit flow in command areas of irrigation projects, adherence to targets for 
len‘ing to agriculture, to weaken sections within priority sectors, to bene- 
ficiaries of integrated rural development programme and 20-point programme 
and other priority sectors as also the improved liquidity of the banks would 
help in enlarging the extent of credit support from banks to agriculture and 
small industry sectors. 


"The general stimulation of industrial activity, particularly in the power 
and transport sectors and the Reserve Bank's advice to the banks to ensure 
prompt payment by medium and large units to small ancillary suppliers through 
a system of separate drawee bill limits should help improve the operations of 
the small-scale units," he said.

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VOLUME OF EXPORTS REPORTED TO DECLINE SLIGHTLY 
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EEC REPORTED URGING INVESTMENT IN INDIA

{[Text] BRUSSELS, Oct. 23--Encouraged by liberalization of rules governing 
foreign investment in India the European Economic Communityt is beginning, 
eacly next month, a major effort to persuade European entrepreneurs to in- 
vest in certain industrial ventures in India reports PTI. 


"The time is ripe”, says a senior official of the EEC, for moves to encourage 
European and Indian investors and industrialists to explore together the pos- 
sibilities of entering into joint ventures, licensing and other business ar- 
rangements for the development and manufacture of automobiie components, 
electronic and computer eqipment, engineering, plastics and telecommunica- 


tions eqipment. 


There is a fundamental change in the attitude of the Indian Government which 
is now more open to foreign investment. This was something that foreign in- 
vestors needed. Several hundred senior executives, representing European and 
Indian business, industrial and financial enterprises, are to participate in 
seminars to be held in three European cities between November 2 and November 9 
and in the India-EEC Industrial Technology and Investment Conference at New 
Delhi in January. 


The EEC president, Mr Gaston Thron, is going to India on a week's official 
visit, which the Community sees as highly significant for the future develop- 
ment of Indo-EEC ties. 


Future possibilities include a comprehensive programme for scientific and 
technological cooperation which is hoped to be worked out by February when 
the Indo-EEC Joint Commission meets. 


EEC officials concede that its imports from India amounting to less than 1% 
of the total imports, are disappointing but they reject suggestions in India 
that this is due to tariffs and other barriers. 


India they emphasize has maintained its share of the community market despite 
growing competition from other developing countries. But India's performance 
could have been better if its goods were of better quality and ite traders 
more punctual in delivery, they said.

On textiles, they claimed that the new bilateral trade agreement signed on 
September 27 offered India a security of access to community markets and in- 
provement of this access in quantitative and qualitative terms. The pattern 
of quotas was now linked directly to actual trade and future potential of 
development.

ANALYST DISCUSSES GANDHI STATE ELECTION CAMPAIGN PLANS

[Text] New Delhi, Nov. 6-—-The Prime Minister's official engagements for 
Febraary are being rescheduled to leave her free to campaign actively during 
the better part of the month in the Andhra Pradesh and Karnataka Assembly 
elections. 


Though no firm dates have yet been set for the poll, the current thinking in 
Congress (I) circles is that February would be the most appropriate month 
for holding these elections immediately after the harvesting season. 


In any case, Mrs Gandhi wants to get these elections out of her way well be- 
fore the non-aligned summit in early March, which means that the polling will 
have to be completed not later than the third week of February so that the 
new Governments could be formed by the last week in both the States. 


The Prime Minister's recent Andhra tour was treated by the ruling party as a 
sort of trial run to test the present mood of the people, before determining 
the Congress (I) strategy for coping with the NTR phenomenon with the neces- 
sary self-assurance. She is reported to have returned reasonably satisfied 
with the public response wherever she had gone during this visit. 


According to her confidants, Mrs Gandhi herself is not taking a dim view of 
the party's prospects even in Andhra Pradesh, although the other senior 
Congress (I) leaders are rather concerned about what might happen in this 
highly volatile State. The Central leadership is, therefore, taking steps to 
ensure that the caste complexities compounded by regional animosities do not 
work to the detriment of the ruling party that is riven by factionalisn. 


Adequate representation: It is for this reason that the Chief Minister, Mr 
K. Vijayabhaskara Reddi, has been advised to expand his Cabinet to give ade- 
quate representation to various groups and caste interests. A leader cf the 
weaker sections, Mr G. Venkataswamy, who has been included in the present 
Cabinet, has been chosen as PCC president to dispel the impression that the 
dominant castes were now receiving better attention. 
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The Chief Minister, who has been in Delhi for the last two days, went back 

to Byderabad today after discussing with the Prime Minister the present poli- 
tical situation in the State. He also met the Finance Minister, Mr Pranab 
Mukherjee, to press for more Central assistance for drought relief work in the 
affected districts. 


The Central leadership has realised that it would be risky to allow too many 
interested parties, claiming to speak on behalf of Mrs Gandi, to interfere 
unduly with either the choice of the Congress (I) candidates or the conduct 
of the campaign. 


The policy this time is to let the Chief Ministers have their full say in the 
selection of candidates, so long as they are able to rise above the rut of 
group politics and ensure equitable representation. 


Check on use of funds: The Prime Minister is also reported to be quite keen 
on exercising stricter control on the collection and disbursement of party 
funds during these elections. She does not want those entrusted with fund 
collections to misuse their official powers to the point of indulging openly 
in extortion as it happened in the previous elections. 


But unfortunately the service charges are now so high that the Central leader- 
ship considers itself lucky even if half the money collected is accounted for 
by those entrusted with this task or raising money on their own even without 
authorisation. This one single factor has been largely responsible for the 
ruling party's declining image—something that everybody admits and deplores 
but does precious little to curb by setting a superior example by refraining 
from it.

[Text] NEW DELHI, Oct. 21--The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, is looking 
rouad for a number of prominent politicans who can be appointed as Governors. 


As too many retired officials and former Service chiefs have been appointed as 
Governors in the last two years, she wants to redress the imbalance by filling 
the next lot of vacancies only with politicians, avoiding by-elections as far 
as possible. 


There are now nine non-politician Governors--Mr. A. R. Kidwai in Bihar, Mr. 
S. M. H. Burney in Manipur and Tripura, Mr. S. L. Khurana in Tamil Nadu, Mr. 
B. K. Nehru in Jammu and Kashmir, Mr. B. D. Pande in West Pradesh, Air Chief 
Marshal I. H. Latif in Maharashtra and Admiral I. S. Kohli in Mizoram. The 
other official who has already completed his term is Mr. Govind Narain in 
Karnataka, taking the total to as many as 10 at present. 


The politicians who have been appointed as Governors after Mrs. Gandhi's re- 
turn to power include Mr. C. P. N. Singh in Uttar Pradesh, Mr. Prakash Meh- 
rotra in Assam and Meghalaya, Dr. M. Chenna Reddi in Punjab, Mr. P. Rama- 
chandran in Kerala and Mr. Homi Talyarkhan in Sikkin. 


The six Governorships that are due to be filled shortly are those in Haryana, 
Orissa, Madhya Pradesh, Gujarat, Andhra Pradesh and Karnataka, besides the 
post of Lt. Governor of Goa. 


Though quite a few Congress (I) politicians have been sounded, there are very 
few who are willing to accept Governorships and give up active politics by 
relegating themselves to Raj Bhavan. A few who are already serving as Govern- 
ors have been anxious to quit at the first opportunity to enter active poli- 
tics again. 


Senior Politicians as Ambassadors in Key Places 


The Prime Minister has also been looking around for experienced non-officials 
for important diplomatic assignments. In recent years some of the 
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ambassadorial posts normally reserved for public figures have been filled by 
career diplomats either after or on the verge of their retirement from service. 


Mrs. Gandhi wants to remove this imbalance and ensure that the past practice 


of appointing some senior politicians as Ambassadors in key places is kept up 
in future.

CONGRESS-I PROBLEMS IN ANDHRA PRADESH POLLS EXAMINED

[Text] NEW DELHI, Oct. 24--The central leadership of the Congress (I) is 
following with some misgivings the opposition bid for an accord or alliance 
with Mr. N. T. Rama Rao, leader of Telugu Desam, to avoid multi-cornered con- 


tests and put up a straight fight against the ruling party in the forthcoming 
Assembly elections. 


Though it is not unduly perturbed over the move, the Congress (I) is never- 
theless taking due note of the threat to chart out its own course of action 
to be able to contend with the challenge with quiet confidence. 


The present thinking in Delhi is that the Chief Minister, Mr. K. Vijayabhas- 
kara Reddy should be given a relatively free hand in selecting candidates 
capable of winning the elections. The intention is to leave the initiative 
with him, within the framework of the criteria prescribed by the Centre, in 
contending with the NTR phenomenon. 


Hitherto, the Congress has been the prime beneficiary of multi-cornered con- 
tests in which the opposition vote gets badly divided and lets the ruling 
party get away with a walk-over victory even with a minority vote. The only 
occasion when the opposition parties got together to put up a combined chal- 
lenge was during the 1977 parliamentary elections. 


But the current inclination to give preference to candidates with local in- 
fluence capable of winning largely with their own effort might lead to an 
outcry from the weaker sections that their legitimate claims to better con- 
sideration in the allotment of Congress (I) ticket could create problems. So 
there has to be a judicious combination of different interests even at the 
risk of losing some seats to keep the party as a whole united in fighting 
these elections. 


The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, will be having a detailed discussion 
with the Chief Minister on the subject during her visit to the State next 
week, when she will try to sige up the local political situation. She will 
also be seeking the views of Mr. Pranab Mukherjee and Mr. P. V. Narasimha Rao 
who have been advising her on Andhra affairs both from the local and central 


angles. 
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The Congress (I) leaders in Delhi expect the Opposition parties to quarrel 
over the allocation of constituencies even if they are able to agree on a 
division of seats with Mr. Rama Rao, who wants to be left with an adequate 
number giving him at least the theoretic possibility of forming a government 
on his own, if he is able to win these elections, without repeating the dis~ 
astrous Janata experiment. 


But since all this rumination in the Opposition circles is still in the reals 
of possibility than probability at present, the Congress (I) is concentrating 
on shoring up its position by setting its own house in order even at this 

late stage to be able to go to the polls with renewed confidence. The ruling 
party is also quietly exploring the prospects for a parallel electoral under- 
Standing with some like-minded groups, if it became necessary to face the con- 
bined onslaught of other opposition parties in these Assembly elections. 


The Congress (I) will have to depend, in the final analysis, on Mrs. Gandhi 
to get the votes. But this time the party will have to contend with the 
reality that there will be no Indira wave as such to confound the Opposition. 


Difficult Tesk 


The frequent changes in the State have certainly done a lot of damage to the 
ruling party's reputation. It is going to be a difficult task for the new 
Chief Minister to carry the rank and file of the party with him, unless he is 
given a free hand within certain limits to select the right candidates and 
enlist the support of influential personalities in organising the campaign. 


The Prime Minister will have to make up her mind, in the face of the mounting 
Opposition challenge, to what extent she should allow the so-called central 
leaders to continue to dabble in State politics at this crucial juncture to 
the detriment of the Chief Minister's prestige and influence. 


The election exercise has to begin with a firm decision on the chain of conm- 
mand required for giving the party a sense of involvement in the campaign. 
And the aspirants for Congress (I) ticket must get the feeling that their 
claims have received due consideration even when they are not finally chosen 
for whatever reason.

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GANDHI ADDRESSES MEETING ON 20-POINT PROGRAM 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 26 Oct 82 ppl, 7 


[Text] PRIME MINISTER INDIRA GANDHI ON MONDAY WARNED THE PEOPLE AGAINST CER- 
TAIN DESTABILISING FORCES WHICH WERE OPERATING WITHIN AND OUTSIDE THE COUNTRY. 


To fight such forces effectively, workers hsould be united and with single- 
minded devotion toil for the good of the country, she said, while inaugurat- 


ing a two-day national convention on the 20-Point Programme, organised by the 
Indian National Trade Union Congress in New Delhi. 


India stood for friendship with all the countries, especially its neighbours. 
But “to take our hand of friendship as a sign of weakness will be a mistake", 
said Mrs Gandhi to the resounding cheers of delegates who had come from all 
over the country. 


Mrs Gandhi extended her hand of ‘friendship’ to the Opposition parties, ignor- 
ing ‘their usual tactics to pull her Government down.’ 


She said she had not made ‘this goodwill gesture’ out of weakness but keeping 
in view the overall national interest. 


She said she had always detested the very thought of ‘confrontation’ and in- 
stead favoured ‘constructive cooperation'--a pre-requisite for upholding the 
national integrity and hard-won freedom. 


The Prime Minister also took the opportunity to appeal to workers to rise 
above their narrow sectional interests for the overall food of the country. 
The Government was well aware of the rights and privileges of the working class, 
she said, adding that it was keen on the implementation of various programmes 
including workers participetion in management. 


People's Movement 


She said the 20-Point Programme was neither that of the ruling party nor of 
the Government but was a “peoples' movement" and belonged to all citizens. 


Making an oblique reference to the recent communal flare-ups Mrs Gandhi said 
religion was a personal affair. While every one was free to follow one's 
religion, one should show respect for other's religions and sentiments. 
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The Prime Minister, who touched on a number of issues, announced a new deal 
for the industrially backward areas in the country under which, she said, 
new industrial units would hence forth be set up only in districts where 
none had existed. 


Mrs Gandhi disclosed that bureaucracy and big industrial houses were a big 
impediment in setting of units in the industrially backward areas. Whenever 
the Government proposed a unit in an industrially backward area there was 
strong opposition from the bureaucracy and industrialists. Their plea against 
such schemes would be that the units would not be economically viable in the 
absence of an infra-structure in the selected area. 


She emphasised that the two things were inter-linked. Unless there was an 
industry there could not be an infra-structure and vice-versa. "If we have 

to provide economic and social justice, we have to go ahead with determination 
to set up units in such areas", she observed and pointed out that States like 
Rajasthan, UP, Bihar and Madhya Pradesh had industries only in a few pockets. 


20-Point Programme 
Agencies add: 


Mrs Gandhi dealt at great length on the implementation of the 20-Point Pro- 
gramme. She pointed out that both the 20-point and the new 20-point progranm- 
mes were not different from the planned programmes. It was only the areas 
where the Government wanted to give priority. 


For that matter, she said, even the five-point programme sponsored by the 
late Mr Sanjay Gandhi was also part of the 20-point programme. 


‘These programmes should not remain merely the party's or Government's pro- 
grammes. They must become a people's movement’, she said. 


The Prime Minister said the workers had a major role to play in ensuring prop- 
er implementation of those programmes. She said Government was aware thit 
some of the points in the programmes were not fully implemented. One of them 
was the workers participation in the management. 


Mrs Gandhi said the Government was committed to improve the lot of workers 
and farmers. But they must ensure that there was peace without which the na- 
tion could not prosper. 


Mrs Gandhi asked the workers to put forth demands keeping in view the national 
interests and after always ensuring that no section of society suffered due 
to it. 


The Prime Minister said in any closure of mills or factories or work stoppage 
it was the workers who ultimately suffered. 


The Prime Minister made a special mention of the ‘socialists and leftist 
elements’ in the opposition. Sometimes, their advice had not only proved 
detrimental to the workers’ interest but had also harmed the nation. 
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Mrs. Gandhi said long-drawn-out hartals were not in the workers interests. 


She said the INTUC should resist the temptation of raising demands just to 
outdo its rivals in the trade union field. Such a policy would not help it 
widen its base, she added. 


She regretted that the benefits of the ‘mixed economy’ had gone more to the 
higher strata, much against the declared objective of the Government to curb 
concentration of economic power. But efforts were afoot to see that the level 
of those living below poverty line was raised, she added. 


Referring to the suggestion often made in some foreign quarters that the 
‘core sector’ should be thrown open to the private sector, Mrs Gandhi said 
they failed to appreciate the fact that the private sector in India, unlike 
in the West, almost entirely dependent on the Government and public institu- 
tions for financial support. 


Sh also pointed out how the nationalised industry had to suffer due to the 
‘unreasonable demands’ by workers, not made even in the private sector. 
This had resulted in losses ot many of the public sector undertakings. 


She was, hcwever, happy that most of these undertakings had either cut down 
their losses or managed to show profit. 


Mr Rajiv Gandhi, MP was also present on the occasion. 
Assurance 


Earlier, INTUC president N K Bhatt, MP, assured the Prime Minister while 
pursuing their rights, the workers of the country would not forget their 
responsibilities to the society. 


Welcoming Mrs. Gandhi to inaugurate the convention, Mr Bhatt said the workers 
would do everything possible to see that there was no wastage or decline in 
production. 


Whatever the stand of other parties on this programme, at the time of the 
elections once a programme was accepted by the nation, everyone should work 
for its success, Mr Bhatt said. 


He urged the Prime Minister to see thatpower river and education were brought 
under the Central list. 


Mr Bhatt said as far as the workers of the country were concerned there was 
no difference on the basis of caste or religion and they were one. 


He wanted more industries to be set up in rural areas and village and felt 
the modern technologies should be labour intensive. 


Mr Bhatt said a feeling of lack of confidence was developing among the workers 
towards mill owners and industrialists who fail to fulfil their promises. 
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Later Mr G Ramanujam, INTUC general secretary, moving a draft resolution 
said the 20-Point Programme was a charter of rights for the weaker sections 
of the country. 


He said this would hasten the process of socio-economic transformation by en- 
riching the national economy and providing much needed relief to the urban 
and rural poor. 


Besides, delegates from over 4000 affiliated unions, members of the AICC 
Labour Cell Central and State Ministers would participate in the convention 
which would take stock of the progress made in the implementation of the 20- 
Point Programme.

G. K. REDDY ON ADMINISTRATION OF DEFENSE MATTERS

[Text] The top commanders of the Army, Navy and Air Force meet twice a year 
to take a close look at the country's security environment and discuss the 
stravcegy for meeting the various contingencies that might arise in the region. 
These biannual conferences used to be a rather tame affair with the primary 
attention focussed on service problems. But in recent years these military 
conclaves have acquired considerable importance because of the mounting de- 
fence responsibilities imposed by the changing power equations and the con- 
sequent transformation of strategic concepts. It is for this reason that the 
Prime Minister has been taking an increasing interest in these periodic dis- 
cussions on the complexities of modern defence. 


An astonishing gap in this practice of periodic meetings of the three services 
at the highest level in their respective domains is that there is no provision 
at all for a congregation even once a year of all the top Army, Navy and Air 
Force commanders to take an integrated view of defence problems. These mat- 
ters are dealt with almost exclusively under the present dispensation, by the 
three Service Chiefs in the Chiefs of Staff Committee, assisted by several 
sub-committees. 


Otherwise the three services function more or less as semi-independent estab- 
lishments that are directly responsible to the Ministry of Defence. The 
three Service Chiefs meet as and when required, under the chairmanship of 

the senior-most one among them, to discuss operational issues, to ensure 
closer inter-service coordination and advise the Government on defence prob- 
lems. 


Practice in U.K. & U.S. 


A number of countries, including Britain and the United States, faced with 
similar difficulties in the higher direction of their military establish- 
ments, tried to fill the gap by creating the post of a chief of defence staff 
with a separate headquarters and staff of his own drawn from the three ser- 
vices. But the experiment has not been entirely successful since the role 
of the chief of defence staff has been restricted to coordination without any 
over-all command responsibility in the conduct or supervision of operations. 
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The «hiefs of the three arms have continued to retain in one form or the 
other absolute control over their respective services with no dilution of 
their authority or delegation of even a part of their powers to the chief 

of defence staff, who had to function in close concert with them to be effec- 
tive in his limited sphere. 


After giving up the old convention of having an over-all commander-in-chief 
for the three services, the Government of India decided to have separate 
Chiefs of Staff for the Army, Navy and Air Force with each one directly ac- 
countable to the Ministry of Defence. 


The pea that India also should have a chief of defence staff to coordinate 
the functions of the three services has been rejected by the Government after 
careful consideration. But in doing so the Government has not taken care to 
improve and streamline the present complex structure of the higher defence 
organisation. 


The present dispensation is inadequate in many respects, partly because of 
lack of sufficient knowledge at the political level on defence matters and 
partly due to the inability of the three services to function more effectively 
within the limits of the present institutional systen. 


Civilian Supremacy 


The ultimate responsibility for the country's defence rests with the Govern- 
ment. But the concept of civilian supremacy should not be carried to the 
point of making the services feel inferior and subordit:.te even to those in 
the bureaucracy without any special knowledge of defence problems. 


It is the privilege of the political leadership to define the broad defence 
concepts in terms of the nation's foreign policy pursuits, so that the Chiefs 
of Staff could draw up the plans, and keep on updating them from time to time, 
to be able to achieve these objectives with their limited resources. The 
Government has to find the money, secure the equipment and meet the other 
requirements of the armed forces to ensure that they can perform the dut 2s 
assigned to then. 


The President is the Supreme Commander of the three services under the Con- 
stitution, but the powers vested in him are exercised by the Government in 
his name even without his knowledge at times. Im the earlier years, the 
President's formal approval used to be obtained for all senior military ap- 
pointments, but more recently even the Chiefs of Staff have been appointed 
without reference to him. 


The President merely performs the ceremonial functions of a Supreme Commander 
by presenting colours to regiments, reviewing parades, visiting troops in for- 
ward areas and presiding over investitures. He also plays host to top mili- 
tary commanders at lunch or dinner when they assemble in Delhi for their 
periodic conferences. 
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Dual Functions 


The Cabinet too is too busy to take any sustained interest in defence matters 
with the result the day-to-day responsibility of dealing with such problems 
has been delegated to the Defence Committee of the Cabinet. But over the 
years, the Political Affairs Committee has been looking after defence issues, 
since the same set of senior Ministers are members of both the committees. 


The original idea of having a separate defence committee was that the three 
Service Chiefs could be called in along with the Secretaries in the Ministry 
of Defence to assist it in taking the necessary decisions. But with the 
Political Affairs Committee discharging the dual functions, the Service 
Chiefs have little or no opportunity of presenting their point of view to 

the senior Ministers before the decisions are taken, which would not be the 
case if the Defence Committee was functioning separately in the normal course. 


These bottlenecks in the higher defence organisation are got over to some 
extcut through informal discussions with the Defence Minister who meets the 
Service Chiefs and Secretaries in his Ministry together at least twice or 
thrice a week to have the benefit of their collective wisdom. After the 
bitter rivalries that had crept in during Krishna Menon's time when the three 
service headquarters were almost at war with the civilians in the Ministry of 
Defence, Mr Y. B. Chayan introduced the system of daily meetings in his room 
to encourage closer rapport among them through a candid exchange of views on 
defence problems in the wake of the 1962 Sino-Indian conflict. This practice 
got institutionalised over the years and became an integral part of the higher 
defence organisation. 


Weak Links 


There are still many weak links that need to be strengthened on a long-term 
basis by building up the right traditions to give the services a sense of 
close participation in the decision-making processes and a fuller identifica- 
tion with the defence objectives prescribed by the Government. 


The initial four-year tenures of the service chiefs and senior commanders 
subsequently were curtailed to three years with the result that quite a few 

of them had to retire even without completing the reduced terms because of the 
relatively lower age limits for retirement. The Government tried to redress 
this grievance partly by raising the age limits for super-annuation conceding 
the argument that unless a Service Chief or senior commander had a full three- 
year tenure, he could not make any effective contribution to the defence 
effort. 


Less Attractive 


The armed forces are no longer looked upon by the country's youth as elitist 
services which hitherto attracted better talent. But the better job oppor- 
tunities provided by the private sector and the corroding influence of infla- 
tion have rendered military careers less and less attractive, with the result 
that the armed ‘forces are unable to get better educated young men. 
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The recent decision to upgrade the rank structure to open the way for more 
promotions and relieve the congestion at the lower levels has not really made 
much difference. The bulk of the younger officers and other ranks who are 
obliged to retire at relatively younger ages have a right to expect alter- 
native openings for matching careers in civil life after they leave the armed 
forces. 


There are nearly a million men now serving in the Army, and another 1,50,000 in 
the Navy and the Air Force, apart from reservists and others with military 
obligations. In addition, another half a million are in the para military 
forces under the control of the Union and State Governments. The great major- 
ity of them are required to serve in forward areas which are non-family sta- 
tions, imposing a heavy burden on maintaining double establishments on married 
men. 


The average soldier is better fed and better trained than during the British 
days, with better tenures of service and retirement benefits. It is the 
younger officers, and more so those at the middle levels, who are finding it 
extremely difficult to make do with their modest pays and allowances. 


The practice of biannual conferences of the Army Commanders coincided with 
the great humiliation suffered by the Indian Army in 1962, not so much due 
to superior Chinese strategy as the monumental follies on the Indian side. 
Much has been said and written about this sad chapter and it would not serve 
any useful purpose to either recall the sequence of those painful events or 
attempt to affix the responsibility on any individual for it. 


What matters is that the country certainly has learnt a lot from this 
traumatic experience which was evident from the subsequent performance of 
the Army in the 1965 and 1971 wars with Pakistan. It has to keep learning 
not only from India's own performance but also from the ordeals of other 
similarly placed nations in comparable situations. 


The Chiefs of Staff keep on revising the defence plans to meet the ex ’gencies 
of changing security environments which require a degree of preparedness to 
be able to fight a war at short notice either in the bleak mountain expanses 
of the Himalayas, the heavily populated plains of the Punjab or the desert 
areas of Rajasthan. 


The nation requires to have the capacity to cope with a short and swift thrust 
or a low intensity conventional fight spread over a relatively longer time. 
The main burden of defence naturally falls on the Army in land warfare, but 
airpower also play a decisive part in turning the tables. The Navy too has 
shown that it has’ role to play even in a limited war in meeting aggressic.. 


So the whole emphasis is not merely on increased numbers but also on greater 
mobility and firepower to contain an attack and carry the fight into the 
enemy's den. The country has been incurring enormous expense on the modern- 
isation of the defence forces. But a soind command structure manned by pro- 
fessionally competent and dedicated officers is as important as a politically 
alert and reasonably knowledgeable leadership at the helm of the government to 
provide the higher direction with the requisite self-confidence. And this re- 
quires a well integrated approach both at the professional and political levels 
to problems of national defence.

Under 
the terms of the resolution, the General Assembly would call upon States to 
evalve a convention on the prohibition of use of nuclear weapons to halt their 
testing. This would follow the conclusion of a treaty banning such testing 
and undertaking a complete freeze on nuclear weapons and a cut-off in the pro- 
duction of fissionable materials for weapon purposes. Dr. Charanjit Chanana, 
of the Indian delegation will speak at the committee, whose recommendations 
will go before the General Assembly. Another resolution tabled by India and 
Mexico calls for the appointment of a group of public persons of eminence for 
advising on methods for the control and resolution of critical or confronta- 
tional situations.

SAUDI BUSINESSMEN'S TEAM--NEW DELHI, Oct. 23--A Saudi Arabian delegation of 
businessmen told the Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
recently that they wished to diversify their economic relations with India. 
The five-member delegation, led by Sheikh Tarek Binladin, told the FICCI tha: 
there was a good deal of possibility for joint ventures as well as for in- 
creasing the share of Indian exports to the Saudi market from the current lev- 
el of four per cent. The team which is now here to help draw up plans of 
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collaboration with Indian companies in the fields of construction, agricul- 
ture and other industrial activities. The FICCI team led by its president, 
Mr. G. K. Devarajulu, offered a wide range of commodities for agriculture 

to engineering products. India's share in the overall Saudi imports of 50 
billions a year was a mere Rs. 171.37 crores. As for industrial collabora- 
tion, the FICCI representatives offered the services of Indian engineers and 
technical personnel for setting up industries in Saudi Arabia. They also 
impressed on the visiting delegation that Indian construction firms were in 
a position to take up much more work.

Ac- 
cording to a U.N. release, India and 14 other countries conveyed their accept- 
ance of the pact last month to its Office of Legal Affairs. So far 33 nations 
have accepted it. The agreement is aimed at striking a balance betweeen world 
coffee supply and demand so that consumers get coffee at fair prices and pro- 
ducers find a remunerative market for the commodity. An International Coffee 
Council decides how much coffee a member country may produce and how much it 
should export or import.

GODAVARI OIL FIND--NEW DELHI, October 24--THE petroleum minister, Mr. Shiv 
Shanker, today said that oil and gas has been found in a well at Razole in 
the Godavari onshore basin. Talking to newsmen he said that testing was go- 
ing on to ascertain the commercial potential of the structure. He said he 
had asked the Oil and Natural Gas Commission to intensify the exploration and 
drilling activities in the Godavari onshore and offshore areas. Mr. Shiv 
Shanker said that the Drillship Sedco-445 has moved from G-1 to another area 
in the offshore Godavari basin. "This area gives us the impression of good 
prospects,” he said. "We have increased the pace of exploration," he said, 
adding that one more drillship would be added to the offshore exploration pro- 
gramme by the year-end. In the onshore Godavari basin, he said the ONGC had 
identified places between Amlapuram and Narsapur to be explored for oil and 
gas. In the Razole area, three wells had been drilled. Mr. Shiv Shanker 
said a mid-term appraisal of the sixth plan had already been taken and "we 
will be able to achieve the 1982-83 production target of 20.5 million tonnes 
of oil."

Murtopo on Friday [17 September) presided over the transfer of office from the 
former secretary general of the ministry, Sutikno Lukitodisastro, to the new 
incumbent, Maj Gen (retired) Dr Abdul Kadir. On the same occasion he also ar- 
ranged for the transfer of the office of inspector general of the ministry from 
the former incumbent, Slamet Heryanto, to Dr Imam Triyono; that of the dirmctor 
general of general information affairs from Dr Djoko Kartodihardjo to Dr M Gul- 
tom; and that of chief of the Research and Development Body from Syamsu Soegito 
to Dr E Siswoyo. 


Secretary General Abdul Kadir was born on 8 December 1926 in Tasikmalaya, West 
Java. He was educated at the Maritime Training Academy [Sekolah Pelayaran 
Tinggi] in Cilacap; the Faculty of Arts of the University of Indonesia (Chinese 
Affairs) [Cinologi]; The Faculty of Social and Political Affairs (International 
Relations) of the University of Jayabaya; and at present he is completing his 
doctorate at the Faculty of Economics (Extension Program) of the University of 
Indonesia. Abdul Kadir graduated from the Military Academy in Yogyakarta in 
1948. He attended the Infantry Officer Course at Fort Benning in the United 
States and a military course in Yugoslavia. He has served as assistant for 
national security policy to the coordinating minister for politics and security; 
as director of the Management Affairs Institute of the Ministry of Defense and 
Security: as a military student in Yugoslavia, 1964-66; and as assistant conm- 
mander of the Infantry Center in Bandung, 1966-67. During his military career 
he has scrved as deputy assistant for operations to the Army chief of staff, as 
deputy chief of supply and logistics in the Ministry of Defense and Security.

(1968-1969) Soeprapto was chief of staff of Military Region XVII/Cendrawasih- 
Irian Jaya. Anwar Ilmar was secretary of the provincial government. "The 
closeness in the way they worked should not be doubted," says an official who 
knew Soeprapto well when he was in Irian Jaya. 


lie was once commander of the Student Regiment at the Military Academy (now the 
AKABRI--Indonesian Armed Forces Academy) from 1960 to 1964 and knows closely 
a number of young officers who now hold important positions. "If I go out into 
the country, I'll never go hungry. There are many young officers who now hold 
various positions who were my cadets," Soeprapto told KOMPAS on one occasion.

[Text] Phnom Penh, 27 Oct (SPK)--The United Nations have granted the right 
of representation of Xampuchea to the Pol Pot gang. 


Under pressure from imperialist forces, the UN vote has once again recognized 
a Democratic Kampuchea that no Kampuchean worthy of his name could accept. 

The Kampuchean people, progressive opinion and objective observers in the world 
unanimously note that the so-called coalition government presided over by 
Sihanouk is only a mask used to hide the crimes of Pol Pot'e “Democratic 
Kampuchea” under which 3 million of Kampuchean people were massacred. Those 
who voted for the Pol Pot gang did not represent the opinion of their own people, 
who condemned one of the most abominable regimes in history. They had thus 
exceeded the limits of shameless audacity in voting for a criminal regime 
which, furthermore, has neither territory nor people as Isao Ogiso, of the 
Japanese paper MAINICHI SHIMBUN, affirmed after his visit to what he called

Those wearily returning from 
their farms were called over to hear 
the news that would have a drama- 
tic impact on their lives. When they 
left the small groups, they hurried 
on to tell their neighbors. 

They continued to talk deep 
into the night as they sipped their 
native coffee and watched one 
another's reactions in the gas-light. 
Some were exuberant, others 
were quietty pleased, the older ones 
were cautious end reserved. But 
all of them were hopeful. Many of 
them committed themselves that 
very night to testing the truth of 
what they had heard. “The general 
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. For almost a year since October 
1981 they had lived in extreme 
hardship, intense hunger and unmi- 
tigated feer and in appalling health 
condition in three dozen hamiet 
centers which they were ordered 
to form. The centers stretched sc- 
ross the rolling hills surrounding 
Sen Vicente (formerly Laac). The 
military suthorities, in justifying 
their order that the people disman- 
tle their homes and rebuild them 
st designated centers some seven 
to ten kilometers eway, said the 
Operation wes 8 new counterinsur- 
gency strategy. 

On March 3 this yeer, Defense 
Minister Juan Ponce Enrile, upon 
being informed of the terrible 
effects of the operation on inno- 
cent people's lives, ordered the 











dismantiing of all hamlet centers. 
Te people were grateful to En- 
r..2@ but were shocked to discover 
that their local officials seemed 
unwilling to comply with the order. 
The first families who tried to 
move back were severely scolded 
for not having asked permission 
from the mayor or the local mi- 
litary authorities. in compliance 
the families mede a formal re- 
quest for such permission. The 
ol ficiels stalled, however, saying 
they couldn't grant the request 
until Enrile himself gave them in- 
structions on how to implement 
the dismantling order. 
Although the people orgsnized 
meetings and sent petitions to 
higher suthorities, the only res- 
ponse they could get from their 
own officials and the local mi- 
litary euthorities was, “Yes, you 
are free to go back but do so at 
to you then is of no concern to 
us.” Afraid that they would be con. 
sidered “subversives™ for moving 
back, most victims preferred to 
endure the hardships of life in the 
centers. Of those brave enough 
to try returning, several signed le- 
ga! affidavits complaining that 
they had been threatened by mili- 
tary or pera-military men to re 
turn to the center. Oniy those who 
lived very close to the hamlet cen- 
te: were actually allowed to return 
to their old homes. 
Frustrated, the hamlet victims * 
appealed to church workers and 
the Integrated Bar of the Philippines 
(1BP) — groups which had been 
responsible for informing Enrile 





about the hemiets. Among those 


who responded wes lewyer Dio- 
nisio de la Serna, IBP president for 
Region XI. After sebing for him- 
self the victims’ hardships end lis- 
tening to them expisin their feer 
and disheertenment, de la Serne 
blamed thz problem on the “retuc- 
tance or refusal of local 

to carry out the Enrile order,” and 
undertook a series of meetings 
and discussions in an effort to ne- 
gotiate the obstacle. Af one point 
in late May de le Serne and his 


assigned to Region X!, de Guzman 
went to the hamlet sites end ordered 
the berangay captains to gether accu. 
rate reports on the people's situa. 
tion. According to the Mindanao 
Journal, he also warned members 
of the para-military units there 
“against improper behavior.” 

As a member of the Regional 
Peace and Order Council (RPOC), 
de Guzman then indicated to 
de la Serna, who is chairman of 
the RPOC, his willingness to 
cooperate in a meeting with the 
people, including representatives 
of ofl perties thet had worked 
closely with the hamlet victims. 
The result was the momentous 











meetings of August 20 held in 
Kilagding and Inacayan, San Vi- 
cente, which produced surprises 
for most if not all of the partirs 
concerned. 

First of all, there was the cons- 
picuous friendliness with which 
the soldiers greeted the F smietted 
residents st the meeting. As Fr. 
Dodong Bocod, pastor of Sen 
Vicente, described it: “The soldiers 
were all smiling and courteous to 
our people — this wes indeed « wel- 
come change.” 

Of course, there were those 
who countered, “PB: . why would 
the military change all of a sud- 
den? ” it wes @ perplexing quest- 
ion, but in the optimistic strice — 
phere thet hed settied upon the 
residents of the hamiet centers, 
the hopeful answer wes, “Meybe 
they've decided to be nicer.” 


Morvover, st previous meetings 
the hamiet victims hed sttended 
to voice their complaints, onty 
their municipel officiels — the be- 
rangsy captains and the meyors 
— hed done the talking. The people 
had been given no voice. At the 
August 20 meetings, the officiels — 
agein took the floor first end as- 
serted with an evaengelist’s convict- 
ton thet their people were happy 
to remain in the hemiet centers 
and no longer wished to return to 
their old homes. But then came 
the startling surprise. De la Serna, 
who was femilier with the offi- 
cials’ history end methods, polite 
ly asked thern to let the people 
speek for themselves, and, Genera! 
de Guzmen becked him up. Not 
only did the genera! protect 















the people's right to voice their 
true feelings without feer, he 
even granted them freedom to con- 
tradict statements he himself hed 
made. 

For exemple, the general ssid 
it wes his understanding that there 
hed never been en order for the 
people to dismantie the wells end 
flooring of their homes. (The 
people felt this move was taken 
so thet the New People’s 
Army (NPA) would not be able 
to make use of their houses.) 

He ssid the people had misinter- 
preted the instruction. The 
instruction wes thet they 
should leave the windows and 
doors of their homes open so thet 
the soldiers could ese thet there 
were no NPAs in the house when 
they petroiled the erea. 

Having said his piece, de Guz- 
man allowed severe! hamlet vic- 
tims to step forwerd to say that they 
hed heard Colone! Cruz himself 
specifically order the dismantling 
of walls and flooring. 

instead of insisting thet the 
people were mistaken, es those 
who hed preceded the genera! hed 
done, de Guzman stated with 
conviction that if the people's 
cleim proved to be true, “Colonel 
Cruz will be heid responsible... — 
and his immediete superiors will 
be held responsible es well.” 

He said that if suc*> en order hed 
indeed been giv: < was en abuse 
of power end ts" the order for 
the people to group in the hemiet 
Centers too wes en sbuse of po- 
wer. Then end there he appointed 
Col. Milton Tiburcio to investi- 
gate these matters and encouraged

A resident expressed the fear 
that “if we go beck the NPA will 
demand food from us and we 
will have to give it to them — will 
we therefore be treated as sub- 
versives and threatened by the mi- 
litary for this? “’ 


De Guzman: “No. | understand 
your situation — and the fact 
that you are caught in the middie. 
You will not be suspected as sub- 
versives for heaving to feed the 
NPA, nor will you be threstened. 
We would appreciate it if you 
would report these things fo us — 
but you will not be punished for 
failing to do so. However, there is 
a risk that if the military should 
appear while you are actually feed- 
ing the NPA you might accidental- 
ly get Caught in the cross-fire.”’ 

One barrio captain revealed that 
“before the hamietting operation 80 
per cent of my people had been NPA 
supporters. Once the hamietting 
started they all evacuated. tf they 
went to return to their farms 
now will they be harassed, threat- 
ened or tortus od by the military?” 
De Guzman: "No, no harm 
will come to them. They may 
return safely, and all.we 
will ask of them is that they 
sign a statement and have 
their fingerprints and pic- 
tures taken. Then they will 
be free to go." 

The general clerified that nobo- 
dy would be arrested on mere sus- 
picion without strong evidence. 
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Anyone picked up without tangi- 
ble evidence to werrant the filing 
of a case would be released to the 
custody of his barangay captain - 
while standard operating proce- 
dure wes being conducted (e.g., 
taking of statement, finger prints 
and photographs). Then the sub- 
ject would be aliowedtogo. 

De Guzman said thet in case an 
individual surrenders he 
will not be harmed or 
jailed, but instead given 
assistance to rehabilitate 
himself. __ 
- A women stepped forwerd to

pro-government professional 
in Mabini, Davao del Norte, 


where residents have been 
the victims of more than 
four months of nighttime 
terrorism, revealed that 
he has seen the strength 

of the NPA increase rapidly 
bécause of military abuses. 
The acts of terrorism have besn 
attributed even by local govern- 
ment officiels to uncontrolied ele- 
ments in the military. (it should 
be noted that General de Guzman 
has listened to the Mabini resi- 
dents‘ complaints and is at present 
intervening on their behalf.) He 
added that “in my area we don't 
went the presence of either the 
‘NPA or the military but now they 
aré more anxious to see the mili- 
tary leave because of their bed 
experience.” 

A doctor from Samar said re- 
cently thet he had noticed the 
sympathy of the people there shift 
radically from the government to 
the NPA because “the people judge 
by what they see.

- @pposing the people’s move beck 
to their farms. One such person is San 
Vicente Mayor Panfilo Amoren who 
has been insisting that the people 
had voluntarily requested the ham- 
letting operation and were happy 
with it. This is an outright contre- 
diction of the petitions and test- 
imonies he has received from the 
victims themselves. Atty. Jesus Al- 
bacite, who, in his efforts to help the 
people since the Enrile order, © 
has had to deal with Amoren ex- 
plained, “He has been giving 

that story to cover up projecting 
a bad picture of the community 
he’s in charge of.” Unfortunately, 
Amoren is a member of the . 
‘MPOC which is in charge of help- 
ing those unable to move back 
because they can‘t afford to re- 
build their dismantied homes. Ob- 
servers close to the situation 
question how effectively the MP- 
OC, with Amoren as a member, 
will discharge this responsibility. 
indeed, before leaving for Me- 
nila-‘to brief higher authorities on 
the hamletting situation in Min- 
danao, de la Serna disclosed that 
the Regional POC had yet to 
receive the report from the MP- 
OC on victims who qualify for 
assistance. De Guzman had given 
the group two weeks to prepare 
the report. 

More recently another 
indication that some officials 
ere not enthusiastic about 
cooperating with De Guzmen, 
According to the Mindanao Jour- 
nal (September 27), Daveo del 
Norte Governor Dujali “denied 
the existence of ‘hamiets’ in 





San Vicente.” While it is true that 
the hamiet residents _have started 
to move back to their farms, it is 
plain outright dishonesty to cisim 
that there are no hamiets in Sar: 
Vicente. The governor wes furtier 
quoted as saying “The truthis - 
that the people of San Vicente vo- 
luntarily grouped themselves. . . 
They were not herded by force_ 
by the military.” Yet the chair- 
man of the Regional POC himself 
said that the August 20 meeting 
“established the fact that the 
people were forcibly made to 
move.” 

One of course would then be 
led to ask why government officials 
would publicly deliver such false 
accounts. That information is the 
inscrutable property of their cons- 
ciences. One can only remark that 
if one does not want to deal res- 
ponsibly with a problem an essy 
method of escaping it is to deny 
its very existence. 
By their fruit, you will know 
them. : 

The responsible steps that Gen- 
erei de Guzmen has taken.in his 
capacity as PC-lINP Commander 
show promise of bearing tremen- 
dous fruit, one which offers the 
hope that the children of the exist- 
ing hamlet centers may grow up 
respecting rather than fearing those 
who ere assigned to protect them. 

it ie sad to note, however, that 
not all regions of Mindeneo ere go- 
verned by military commanders 
who are as willing to respond to 
the hamietting situation with the 
same goodwill es De Guzman. 

In Sibeget more then 29,000 











people have been hemietted, ma- 
ny of them only since Mey, three 
months after the Enrile order. 
interviews with residents reveeled 
that they were ordered to move 
by the station commander of Si- 
bagat and Mayor Vicente Benigyan. 
The pattern in Sibegat followed that 
of Sen Vicente. The victims 

were neither consulted nor given 
any hand in making the decision. 
They were told that if they refused 
to comply, they would be suspect- 
ed of being rebelde. Some families 
attested that they were told their 
homes would be burned if they did 
not dismantie them and transfer 
elsewhere. Other families revealed 
that they were given no reason 
why they should move other than 
that it wes the “law.” “Up to this 
day we are waiting for them to: 
call a meeting with us so we can 
find out why we were ordered to 
move,” a resident said in exas- 


peration. 

In barangay Aweu, one must 
sign a military log book to be able 
to enter the hamiet, and picture- 
taking is restricted. 

Perhaps a farmer best captured 
the utter anxiety, helplessness 
and confusion of all these inno- 
cent people when, in reply to 
the question, “Did you went to 
move here? "’ he said, “Yes, we 
wanted to move here because that’s 
the order of our officials and they 
said our houses would be burned 
down if we didn't.” 

When simple, trusting residents 
such as this farmer were told 
that the law their loca! officials 
had given them wes actually il- 
legal because the Enrile order 
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ae 





clearly stated that only President 
Marcos and the Defense Minister 
were authorized to give such a 
commend, they were shocked. 
To lewyer de la Serna, whose 
persistent efforts and compes- 
sionete concern for the hamiet vic- 
tims—not only in San Vicente but 
thréughout Mindanso — have been : 
a source of hope for those who 
would otherwise feel abandoned, 
“hamietting is being institutio- 
nalized as a military strategy rather 
than being dismantied.” 
One of de la Serna’s documents 
carries the following analysis: 
“Certainly the most grievous viola- 
tion of all was that which the | 
hamietting operation inflicted 
upon its victims’ dignity as 
human beings. Their self-percep- 
tion has become utterly distort- 
ed — seeing themselves as veritable 
slaves to the law rather then un- 
derstanding that the lew should be 
of service to them . . . Whatever 
cause the government officials may 
have hed to require the evacustion 
to a hamiet center by these peo- 
ple, they had no right whatsoe: »r 
to resort to the process they used 
... &@ process which submitted 
the people to both psychological 
and physical coercion. . . a pro- 
cess which communiceted its ‘au- 
thority’ to the people not from 
any soundness of legs! or civil 
principles — but rather from the 
weight of personal prerogative 
exercised by the powerful .. . 
The people es a result are left in 
such fear of being lsbeled as 
subversive thet they are no long:

CIVILIANS URGED TO JUDGE ARMED FORCES

[Text] San Miguel, Tarlac, Nov 6--Maj Gen Josephus Q. Ramas, army chief, 
today asked civilians throughout the country to evaluate the performance 
of army commanders stationed in their respective areas. 


He said such assessment will be used as a basis for the relief of commanders 
who turn out to be inefficient. ' 


Ramas, who came here to assesg the regional peace and order conditions, | 
made the pronouncement during a meeting with provincial and town officials 
in the region. 


Ramas also made army battallion commanders responsible for any ambush of 
army patrols. 


He told participants of a seminar-workshop on intelligence operations that 
abovt 85 percent of ambush-killings of soldiers could be traced not to the 
strength of dissidents but to the weakness and laxity and sometimes stupidity 
of commanders. 


He castigated the practiee of certain commanders to simply order their 
soldiers to conduct patrols “without first checking the terrains and possible 
escape routes of ambushers." 


He required field commanders to talk personally with patrol leaders and 
brief them on intelligence matters concerning their field operation before 
sending them out on patrols. 


The army chief, who saw action in various operations against insurgency 
as ranger commander in Mindanao, said small unit operations applied by 
rebels in ambuscades could be matched by similar operation by the military 
because of its superiority.
